REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record, namely, Aikawa et al. (U.S. 5,612,81 1) does not 
disclose, teach or suggest, wherein the first and second reflective portions are disposed 
asymmetrically with respect to an optical axis of said image forming means in a sub- 
scanning cross-sectional plane so that a specular reflection light having been emitted 
from the first light source portion and reflected on the original is not incident on the 
second light source portion and a specular reflection light having been emitted from the 
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second light source portion and reflected on the original is not incident on the first 
reflective portion, as claimed in independent claim 4.
